Homesteaded Here 
50 Years Ago 


DANIEL McNIVEN 

One of the pioneer residents of 
the Vulcan distridt, Daniel Me- 
Niven celebrated his 75th birthday 
on Dec. 12. His experiences of the 
pioneer days dates back to 1905, 

% hen he homesteaded 20 miles east 
of High River. 

Born at Holton City, Kilbride, 
Ontario, Mr. MeNiven left school 
at the age of 14 and worked on 
his father’s farm and as a carpen¬ 
ter for the next six years. In 1901, 
at the age of 20, he decided to 
strike out for himself and got as 
far west as Manitoba. In 1902, as 
a member of the 771th Militia Regi¬ 
ment, he Journeyed to England to 
attend the coronation of King Ed¬ 
ward 7th. 

Ixi 1903 Mr. MeNiven took an¬ 
other step westward when he mov¬ 
ed to Saskatchewan and worked on 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
survey crew for 18 months. His' 
final move westward took place In 
February of 1905, when he came 
to Alberta and homesteaded 20 
miles east ef High River. That 
winter he worked on a logging 
• crew in B.C., returning to his 
homestead In the spring. 

During those early lean years 
Mr. MeNiven turned to raising 
and buying horses and selling tfiem 
In Ontario as a means of supple-^ 
- menting the income from the 
homestead. 

During his 50 years in Alberta 
he has been back to Ontario 30 
times, most of these trips being in 
the earlier years for the purpose 
of selling horses. 

In 1913 a Scottish lass named 
Lily Coull came to Canada from 
her native land anu In 1914 she 
IS DOT MC tf iv e ifs bride . They 
have raised a family of five sons 
and two daughters: Don, Charlie, 
Jim, Dan Jr. and Frank; and May 
(Mrs. Blake Springer) and Elsie 
(Mrs. Jack Willard). There are 21 
grandchildren. 

■Mr. and Mr*. MeNiven now live 
in their comfortable farm home 12 
miles north and two miles west 
of Vulcan and Dan Jr. now farms 
the original homestead. 

During his tong residence in the 
district Mr. MeNiven has taken an 
active part in school and municipal 
affairs. He was a member of the 
first Local Improvement District 
board at Brant, was a school - trus¬ 
tee for some years and for 12 years 
— 1939 to 1950 — represented his 
district as a member of the council 
of the Municipal Diatrict of Vul- 


partment, was elected president to 
succeed H&nry Young of Millet-. Mr. 
Young was named as vice-presi¬ 
dent. 

An emergency ten-point policy 
was adopted by the convention, 
calling for: 

1. Domestic price of wheat used 
for human consumption be set at 
not le^ than $2.50 per bushel and 
other grains at comparable prices. 

2. Floor price on grain to be set 
at not less than cost of production 
on all grain sold on the export and 
domestic markets. 

3. The government to assume 
cost of all storage by the Wheat 
Board. 

4. Federal government to estab¬ 
lish a food bank by buying wheat 
equivalent to an average year’s 
crop; such wheat to be held in 
approved storage at the expense 
of the government. 

4. Cash advances on all farm- 
stored grain after inspection as to 
quantities, grade and condition of 
storage facilities. 

6. An interim payment of not 
less than 10 rents per bushel on 
the 1954-55 wheat crop. 

7. No municipal tax penalties un¬ 
til the farmer has had an opport¬ 
unity of delivering at least a four- 
bushel quota. 

8. Protection of the farmer from 
seizure and eviction duripg this 
emergency. 

9. Increas&d trade with all coun¬ 
tries by barter. acceptance of 
foreign currency, on credit and 
through gifts by the Canadian 
government. 

10. Accelerated depreciation for 
income tax purposes on approved 
farm storage built in 1952 and sub¬ 
sequent years. (A resolution was 
also passed requesting thart land 
taken out of grain and seeded to 
grass be included in the specified 
acreage in the permit book.)

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The Flax Situation 
Canadian visible flax, November 
>nd, was 9.4 million bushels as 
compared with one week ago at 8.6 
million bushels and one year at 
7.tfc 3.4 million bushels. When it is 
considered that this year’s flax 
crop was estimated tit over 20 mil¬ 
lion bushels as compared with last 
year’s crop of around 12 million 
bushels, the* situation appears 
quite bright. There has been a 
steady flow of flax overseas 
throughout the year and this ex¬ 
port demand shows no signs of 
slackening off. At this date the 
final flax estimated yield has not 
been announced. However, It would 
appear that even the former esati- 
mated yield should cause no con¬ 
gestion and there is a possibility 
that practically all of our surplus 
Uax will be disposed of before the 
1956 crop is harvested.

No Improvement Yet 

Considerable publicity was given, a couple of 
weeks ago, to the story that the box-car situation 
would soon improve and there would be considerable 
movement of grain from the country elevators before 
Christmas. 

Well, there hasn’t been any radical improvement 
locally and Vulcan elevators have orders for grain 
they are unable to fill simply because they can’t get 
the "box-cars. Meanwhile, some points (Brooks, for 
one) have a two-bushel quota and many of the points 
on the Madeod line got a one-bushel quota some days 
ago. At the time of writing (Tuesday) there was still 
no word of a quota for Vulcan and considerable doubts 
if the 1 elevators could handle it if it did come through. 

This week, a statistical report released by Sanford 
Evans Co. showed that across Canada there is room 
for 105 million bushels of wheat in country elevators 
and terminals. This is proof, surely, that the present 
quota system could be improved and should be revised 
—that larger shipments of grain should be made from 
points that serve areas where wheat is the main crop. 
Is it fair to keep the wheat-growing Aldcrsyde division 
on the same quota as a district where the main pro¬ 
duction is cattle and hogs?

These big wheat crops we have been having in 
recent years have not been altogether a matter of 
luck, and we are not flattering our wheat growers 
when'we pretend they are, states The Financial Post. 

Since 1939 the long-term average yield per acre 
has been creeping up. In the 17 crops to 1955, only 
four have fallen well below 17 bushels per acre, five 
have been far above, and the average for the whole 
period .has been well over 18 or about 20% than pre¬ 
war. - 

That development is not surprising. With the 
war came mechanization on a big scale. Crops went 
in faster and were taken off faster. There was much 
less chance of weather damage. 

In the* old days much seed went into soil that 
had become ioo dry for good germination. It just 
wasn’t possible to finish seeding in a matter of days 
as it is now. At the other,end of the season snow and 
rain might damage much of the crop because there 
were not enough fine days for the long-drafrn-out 
harvesting^operations then followed. And agricultural 
science In the form o'f earlier-maturing and rust-rc- 
sisting Strains has also helped to boost production. 
So have weed killers and commercial fertilizers.

Speaking at the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool meet¬ 
ing i,n Regina on Saturday, Mr. Howe severely criticised 
thfe sale of wheat by the United States to foreign 
cdmntries in exchange for strategic materials. He said 
that methods used by the United States to sell wheat 
had been harmful riot only to Canada hut to the wheat 
situation in general. He cl a imed that it wo uld be a 
mistake for Canada to sell abroad and receive payment 
in-foreign currencies. 

Mr. Howe’s criticism of United States wheat sale 
policy is probably justified but there are many Cana¬ 
dians who will not go along with him on his policy 
of selling wheat only for dollafs. How in the world 
are we to build up export trade in wheat if we refuse 
to accept goods made in foreign countries in payment 
for it? That is what payment to us in foreign curren¬ 
cies means. To get dollars to pay us our potential 
customers must sell their goods to a dollar country 
and there are only two, the United States and Canada. 
The United States is now selling its wheat and taking 
payment in foreign goods and it is difficult to see how 
Canada can continue to sell for dollars and even more 
difficult to see why. 

Farmers who want cash on their f arm-stored 
wheat will pay five per cent for it. The maximum loan 
will be $1,500 so that maximum cost to any single 
farmer will be $75 for a full year or somewhat less 
for the time he holds all the wheat covered by the 
loan. Whether this cost should be borne by the farmer 
himself, the Wheat Board or the government is causing 
a lot of discussion. Actually it is far more important 
to the farmers in the long run to sell some millions of 
bushels to countries that have no dollars. If that is 
done th% present desperate congestion would be a thing 
of the past and the question of who pays the interest 
would not arise. Perhaps the farm groups could get 
Mr. Howe working on this.
